DUE TO COURT DECISION 


Only Way to Prevent Cut In Rat's 
Will Be by an Appeal to 
Legislature. 


MAYOR HARRISON ISSUES WARNING 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. - 
An enormous reduction in taxes is prom- 


ised for next year. The board of review 
has been convinced by the county attorney 
that the reduction must be made, and has 
reconsidered its plan of making a hori- 
sontal reduction in the property valuations. 

The probable average decrease will be be- 
tween 10 and 12 per cent. That meane that 
the man who paid §100 in taxes this year 
win not be‘compelled to pay over §00 next 
year on property of the same value. 

The only thing that will prevent the tax 
cut is seme legislation by the general as- 
sembly next January. The decrease is 80 
large the tax expending bodies may appeal 
to the legislature for a law that will increase 
their revenue. 


What Caused Reduction. . 

The reduction is not voluntary. It fs 
forced by a decision of the state Supreme 
court in June. The case was appealed from 
Madison county, where the county collector

dorsed by the board of review. The county 
attorney s staff has presented figures to the 
board of review indicating the cut in the tax 
rate which will be necessary. Their figures 
show the rate of the west town, which was 
$5.37 last year, will be about $4.76 this year. 


Five Year Tax Comparison. 

To illustrate, take a piece of property on 
the west side worth §1,600 full valve in 
1907. Assume that it is worth no more now 
than it was five years ago. The taxes paid 
on this property for the last five years, com- 
pared with the probable taxes next year, are 
shown in the following tabulation:

Of course it is impossible to determine ac- 
curately the tax rate this year until the board 
of review has finished its work of fixing valu- 
atio and also until after the state board 
of equalization has finished its work. 

ig county attorney’s office has, however, 
made certain estimates based upon available 
figures of the board of review, and upon a 
guess of what the state board of equaliza- 
tion will do.

The rates previous to and including 1006 
were based upon an assessed valuation which 
was one-fifth of the real value. Since that 
time the assessed value is one-third of the 
real value.

Now York Chief Reduces Hayes 
Saying He Lied; Result 
of Whitman Ralds. 


GRAFT SYNDICATE OF 5 MEN 


New York, Aug. 16.—[Special.]—As a di- 
rect result of the disorderly house raids made 
by the district atto:.ey’s staf last night, In- 
spector Cornelius G. Hayes, police comman- 
der of the tenderloin, was stripped of his 
gold badge today, reduced to the grade of 
captain and suspended from duty. 

The raids are betieved to have been the 
result of a tip given by Jack Rose, who con- 
fessed the Rosenthal murder plot. The er- 
istence of a vice trust was revealed by the 
prosecutor's action. 

Within a few hours after Assistant District 
Attorney James E. Smith had proved that 
disorterly houses were running openly up- 
town Commissioner Waldo learned that In- 
spector Hayes had said to Capt. John F. 
Dwyer that the commissioner did not want 
disorderly houses raided or interefered with. 


Waldo, Wrathful, Demands Badge. 

Commissioner Waldo sent immediately for 
all 6f the Manhattan inspectors, including 
Hayes, lined them up in his private office, 
obtained from all of them but Hayes a state- 
ment that their orders had been to clean up 
their districts, and then accused Hayes of 
lying. 

The tendei loln inspector, in the presence of 
His fellow commanders, attempted to back up 
his accusation, but Commissioner Waldo 
turned on him in wrath, told him to hand over 
hie badge to First Deputy Commissioner Mo- 
Kay, and to get out of the office. After telling 
the other inspectors they would have te. toe 
the mark or expect what Hayes got, the com- 

missioner appointed Capt. Dwyer an in- 
spector td succeed Hayes in the tenderloin. 

Hayes will be put on trial, charged with 
making a false statement and with failing to 
suppress disorderly houses. If he is found 
guilty he will be dismissed. 


Organized Vice Trust. 


Today Assistant District Attorney Smith 
had this to say about the conditions exposed:

MAKE CAPTIVES OF GIRLS 


CETTINJE, Montenegro, Aug. 16.—Re 
ports were gaining circulation in the capital 
tonight of another massacre of Christians 
by Mohammedens in Albania today. 

A band of Mohammedan Arnauts, support- 


ed by Turkish troops, is gaid to have at- 


tacked a section of the Christian population 


in the Berana district of Albani, which Hes 


cloge to the Montenegrin frontier. 

A fierce fight ensued and women and chil- 
dren aré reported to have been murdered 
by wholesale. Many irls were made cap- 
tive and carried off dy the Mohmmedans. 

A large number of Christians and their 
families have fled the territory and taken 
refuge in Montenegro. . 

The government has ordered the minister 
of war, Gen. Vukotics, to proceed to the 
frontier and to personally take charge of 
the situation in an effort to maintain order. 


Second Outbreak of Kind. 

The reported massacre is the second out- 
break ot this nature in the Balkans with- 
in a fortnight, and may have an important 
effect upon the already strained relations be- 
tween the Ottoman empire and its neigh- 
bors to the north. 

On Aug. 2 last a massacre of Bulgarians 
by Mussulmans, lasting several hours, fol- 
lowed the explosion of a bomb In the mar- 
ket place of Kotschana in European Turkey. 

The infuriated Turks, who suspected Bul- 
gariane of perpetrating the bomb cutrage, 
in which eleven persons were killed, are re- 
ported to have slain no fewer than 140 Chri- 
tians besides wounding several hundred 
others. 5 


Bulgaria Voices a Protest. 

Feeling which had been aroueed through- 
‘out Bulgaria by acute political relatione be- 
tween Bulgaria and Turkey was intensified 
by the Massacre, and the Bulgarian gov- 
ernment strongly protested to Turkey.

SUBWAY LINK FROM LOOP 


Definite location of the new union passen- 
ger station in the block bounded by Adams. 
Canal, and Clinton streete and Jackson 
boulevard wes announced yesterday by the 
Pennsylvania Railroad company. This is 
directly west of and across the street from 
the present union station. The old site will 
be utilized for the subeurface train shed and: 
suburban station. 

At the same time plans were announced for 
a relocation of the new Chicago postoffice, 


to occupy the block west of the railroad ter- 


minal. The plan is indorsed by Postmaster 
Campbell, the Chicago Association of Com- 
meres and D. H. Burnham & Co., architects 
for the Chicago plan. 

With a subway under the river to the loop 
district, street improvements, and rearrange- 
ment of tracks, the whole project involves 
the expenditure of not tess than $35,000,000. 


Intire Plan Summarized.

More Needed for Postofiice. : 
Thus far congress has appropriated eniy 
$1,750,000 for thé new postofiice, but this is 
recognised as only a partial appropriation. 
The railway station construction will not 
be delayed by the action of the government, 
but the conferences have been arranged for 
the purpose of getting the larger plan under 
way.

At one time the company had about 
settled on the Crane property, lying between 
van Buren, Jefferson, Desplaines, and Con- 
gress streets. 

Then Secretary MacVeagh decided thet 
would be an excellent place for the new post- 
office and the road was ejected by proceed- 
ings started in the United States District 
court for condemning the property for gov- 
ernment use. This would have placed the 
postoffice on the Congress street site original- 
ly planned by Mr. Burnham as the main thor- 
ougbfare in the city plan.

faft Tells Maryland Editors 
What He Thinks of the 
Political Tangle. 


Tashington, D. C., Aug. 16.—President 
, addressing members of the Maryland 
Republican Editorial association in the east 
room of the White House, today declared 
presidential electors were “ dishonest men 
tf they let thelr names appear on the Re- 
publican ballot and intended to vote for the 
candidete of another party. 

He asserted that those who were not for 
the Republican party were against it and 
should get out of the way. 

All we ask is a fair fight. A man can- 
‘not be in the Republican party and in a 
third party at the same time and should be 
compelled to make his selection,” said the 
president. ‘‘ Regulary'or feeling of regu- 
larity and respect for the Republican party, 
for what it has done, what it is capable of 
doing, are going to bring over into the Re- 
publican party many a man who has been 
doubtful, and it is going to increase that 
number, in my judgment, as we approach 
the election. a 


Would Make Cleavage Clear. 

It is therefore essential that we make the 
cleavage as clear as it can be made, so that 
those who are Republicans shall be Repub- 
licans and those who are with the bolters 
shall bear their name and title, and not be 
Republicans and boiters, because they can- 
not be—at least they ought not to be n all 
fairness. ‘ 

We ought to have electors in each state 
bearing the emblem of the Republican party, 
bearing the names of the candidate of that 
party for president or vice president at the 
head of the ticket, covering the electors who 
are going to vote for those names. 

It mere are any men on that list who are 
not going to vote for the men at the head of 
that ticket, I don’t hesitate to say that they 
are dishonest. men in that they are holding 
out to the people who are to vote for them 
an implied promise that they will vote for 
the names on the ticket when they, in fact, 
intend to vote for somebody else. I think 
that is just folowing the plainest kind of 
principles of ordinary morals.”’ 


Summarizes Party Stand. 

The president summarized what the Re- 

publicamparty stands for: 
We are Republicans,” he said. ‘‘ That 
means that we believe in certain principles; 
that we believe in the constitution of the 
United States; that we believe in maintain- 
ing that constitution; that we believe in prog- 
ress along the lines Wat that constituion 
indicates. 

We are protectionists and we are in favor 
of maintaining the present prosperity by 
maintaining a tariff system which shall pre- 
serve business as it goes oh now and shall 
secure high wages as possible to the wage- 
earners and a reasonable profit to those who 
invest their capital. Those two propositions 
cover a good deal of Republicanism. 

Being a party, we are anxious to have the 
opinions that our party represents put into 
force in the operation of the government. The 
only way we can do that is by electing a 
congress and a president who will carry them 
out. Now, that means that we have to be 


a single party, and not a part of two parties. 


I don’t think we are unfair in asking that 
we be given a chance for a fair fight, and 
in counting those against us who are not 
with us. 

To have a man on both sides of the fight 
when we are on one side is uncomfortable, 
especially when he is behind you. 


All Right Before Convention. 
Before the convention. it is all right that 
we should differ as to the men best qualified 
to represent us as Republicans in carrying 
out the principles of the party. But after 
the convention each voter's influence should 
carry its proper and proportionate weight in

Federal and state legislation to reduce the 
cost of meat and encourage the cattle in- 
dustry by forbidding the slaughtering of 
thousands of calves yearly will be asked of 
calves yearly will be asked of congress by 
congress by the United Master Butchers’ 


association. A resolution to that effect was 
adopted at the convention of the assoclation in 
Detroit on Wednesday. and will be laid before 
congress. The resolution asks federal and 
state laws governing the killing of calves at 
birth. Proper legislation, it is declared, 
would result in a reduction of 10 cents a 
pound on beef within a year, and 15 cents 
within five years. : 

“Tt le the wanton killing of calves iuat 
has caused the high price of beef, said Theo- 
dore Mix of Minneapolis, president of the as- 
sociation. ‘{Tf it is not stopped I can fore- 
see a time when there will be practically no 
beef for consumption. The dairymen are 
most at fault. Many of them kill calves for 
the profit of the skins alone

PENROSE TO FACE 
SENATE INQUIRY? 
Colleague Seeks Explanation 
of Alleged Oil Trust 


Relations. 


MAY DIE IN COMMITTEE. 


Privileges and Eleetions Body 
Friendly to Floor Leader; 
825,000 Gift Involved. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 16.—[Special.]—A 
sensational investigation directed into the in- 
tegrity and probity of United States Senator 
Boies Penrose may be instituted by the body 
of which he is a member. 

A member of the senate is considering the 
advisability of introducing a resolution di- 
recting the committee on privileges and elec- 
tions to determine whether Mr. Penrose is 
qualified to continue as a member of the 
senate. The resolution will recite charges 
recently published that Senator Penrose re- 
ceived $25,000 from the Standard Oil com- 
pany subsequent to his service on the United | 
States industrial commission which twelve 
years ago made a comprehensive inquiry into 
questions of capital and labor. 

‘Mr. Penrose has told friends this was a 
contribution to the presidential campaign 


from John D. Archbold to Mr. Penrose show 
the close relation existing between the two 
men while the commission was making its 


inquiry. 


Advises Penrose of Wishes. 
Mr. Archbold wrote to Mr. Penrose object- 


of the Standard Oil before the commission. 
He telegraphed him, insisting “ corporations 
should not be required to make public the 
names of all stockholders” or items of 
receipts and expenditures, profits and 
losses.“ 

Mr. Penrose, the correspondent further dis- 
closes. sent to Mr. Archbold the original of 
the report of the industrial commission be- 
fore it was submitted to congress. 

Mr. Archbold's approval of the report was 
set forth in the following letter: 

My Dear Senator: I have your kind 
note of yesterday with inclosures, which 
latter I beg to return you herewith. We 
think the report is so fair that we will 
not undertake to suggest any changes. 


Needed Man “Abreast of Times.” 

Mr. Archbold wrote Senator Penrose 4 let- 
ter urging him to succeed Senator Kyle of 
South Dakota as chairman of the industrial 
commission. He also wrote to Mathew Stan- 
ley Quay of Pennsyiv ania urging Penrose’s 
advancement, ‘because it is important 
that the place be filled by a man abreast 
of the times as to our industrial and com- 
mercial evolution.” 

Mr. Penrose, however, did not want the 
chairmanship, and as a result of the discus- 
sion that occurred between Archbold, Pen- 
rose, and Senator Hanna of Ohio, Col. Albert 
Clarke was elected as the successor of Kyle. 

Mr. Archbold wrote to Senator Hanna say- 
ing if Senator Thomas R. Bard of California, 
who had been placed on the commission t) 
fill a vacancy caused by resignation, could 
be counted on for sensible action in con- 
nection with the trust question he should be 
present at the meetings of the commission, 
and that it “is desirable abo to have 
him favor Col. Clarke for the chairman- 
Ship.”’ 

Some time later Mr. Penrose received @ 
letter from Mr. Archbold, in which wag in- 
closed a certificate of deposit in Penrose’s 
favor for $25,000 “in fulfillment of their 
understanding.” 


_ Seeks All Evidence Available. 

Before the resolution is introduced for an 
investigation of this proceeding the senator 
who is drafting it desires to be placed in 
possession of all the evidence available. He 
has made arrangements to get this evidence, 
and as soon as it is received will introduce 
his resolution. | 

The resolution will be referred to the com- 
mittee on privileges and elections, a major- 
ity of ‘which is friendly toward the Pennsyl- 
vanian, and it will be extremely difficult to 
obtain a recommendation for the inquiry 
from it. 

It is pointed ont that the correspondence 
relates to occurrences which antedate the 
present term of Mr. Penrose. If the matter 
had been brought up during the term when 
they took place the Pennsylvanian might 
they took place the Pennsylivavnia might 
have been subjected to an investigation. But 
those who ere defending him say that what 
he did in a former term cannot properly be 
considened now. 

It is curious reasoning, but ihe senate is 
noted for the explanation it makes of 
changes against favored members, 

What is concerning Mr. Penrose is not so 
much the possibility of an investigation as 
the probability that the Progressives will use 
the Archbold correspondence to his injury in 
the campaign when his candidacy will be 
before the people.

VICTORY BY MANN 
ON PARCELS POST 


Chicagoan, Forces Democrats | 
to Accept Lewis Zone 
System Scheme. 


WILL BE A COMPROMISE. 


People Assured of the Immedi- 
ate Establishment of 
Plan. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 16—[(Special.]J—As 
a result of clever manpuvering by Minority 
Leader Mann in the house of representatives 
today, the people now are assured of the im- 
mediate establishment of a zone system par- 
cels post. 

With Mann wielding the lash, the Demo- 

cratic majority was forced to shelve the in- 
adequate rural parcels post plan it put 
through the house a few months ago and, 
furthen, was compelled to accept a zone s- 
tem scheme, drawn by Representative Lewis 
of Maryland, which somewhat resembles the 
Bourne provision passed by the senate. 
- Thus modified, the postoffice appropriation 
bill was sent to conference with the senate, 
and the resultant parcels post system will 
be a compromiee of the senate and house zone 
plans. 


Provisions of Lewis Plan. 

The Lewis plan accepted by the house pro- 
vides: 

Parcels not exceeding fifteen pounds in 
weight shall be carried in the mails at the 
following rates: 

To any point in a oblate. or to a point 
in a contiguous county not over 100 miles 
distant, 5 cents for the first pound and 1 
cent for each additional pound 

To any point outside of this local zone, 6 
cents for the first and 2 cents for each 
additional pound for the first 150 miles 
from point of consignment to destination 
and an additional 1 cent a pound for each 
additional 150 miles. 

No charge for any distance shall ex- 
ceed 12 cents a pound, and the present 
rate for four ounces or less ghall be re- 
tained. 

Packages may be sent with the price of 
article dnd postage to be collected on de- 
livery by the postmaster. 

In all except the local gone distances 
shall be computed nom county seat to 
county seat. 

Board of three transportation experts is 
to direct operation of the system. 

Joint committee of three senators and 
three representatives is directed to inves- 
tigate further the facility of a general 
parcels post, or postal express, and report 
at the next session of congress. 

Loss or injury of shipments shall be 
indemnified by insurance. 

Mann Springs Surprise. 

The postoffice appropriation bill supposed- 
In, was sent to conference last evening under 
a special rule preventing debate and a vote 
on the parcels post proposition. When the 
house met today Mr. Mann sprang a surprise 
on the majority. He called attention to a 
parliamentary blunder in the disposition of 
the measure and forced a reconsideration. 
Having won that point, he moved that the 
house eccept the Bourne sone system before 
sending the bill to conference. 

The Democrats, confronted unexpectedly 
with a roll call on parcels post, after months 
of careful sidestepping, immediately moved 
to substitute the Lewis for the Bourne plan. 
This was done, by a vote of 143 to 86. 

The Democrats having eccepted a proposi- 
tion similar to the Bourne plan, the Repub- 
licans then turned in and voted for the Lewis 
scheme as the best zone system that it ‘s 
possible to adoptin the house. The compro- 
mise was approved by a vote of 218 to 4, the 
opponents being Bowman, Farr, and Mat- 
thews of Pennsylvania and Michael E. Dris- 
coll of New York.

Back to the Far: Pail 


HE habit of drinking is a heritage from 
aur gneient ancestors. It has a spiritual 
significance. Its development is trace- 
able from the early pagan sacrificial of- 
ferings,. down through the feast of the 


, passover to the present day custom of treat- 


ing.“ 

The ancient Jag was indulged in by numan 
beings who wanted to be on good terms with 
their gods. To pour half of one’s libations on, 
the altar of a deity and the other half into one's 
stomach was to establish friendship with one’s 
gods. Drinking, in olden times as now, served 
as a medium for the expression of hospitality. 

These facts were brought out by Joseph 
Henry Crooker, who writes in the | current 
American Journal of Sociology. on “The 
Psychology of Drink.” Mr. Crooker is secretary 
of the Unitarian Temperance society. 

“It is not difficult to see why wine seemed 
an appropriate gift to God. Judging by appear- 
ances—and this was the only way the early man 
vould judge—-wine is the supreme life giver. Its 
immediate: effects are apparently most helpful 
and delightful, a sense of warmth pervades the 
body, a feeling of exhilaration takes possession 
of. the whole being; fatigue and weariness are 
banished, the tongue is loos-ned and speech be- 
comes rapid. 

“About this belief in liquor as a life giver 
grew up many other customs. The primitive 
man argued: If it produces friendship between 
man and his god, certainly it is the most ap- 
propriate means of expressing and cultivating 
good will among men. The guest must obvious- 
ly be given what is best. ayy 

— ; 

“For similar reasons liquor came to be used 
in many ceremonial ways. Great undertakings, 
solemn occasions, and sacred events needed the 
witnessing and approval of some deity. A 
covenant between men must be sealed by bring- 
ing God near through an offering of wine. 
Hence liquor was used to solemnize compacts 
between individuals and tribes, the passing of 
the cup from lip to lip symbolizing the common 
obligation. 

“There are two main classes of drinkers. 
First, those who drink chiefly for hospitality 
and fellowship. Frequently this scene is en- 
acted: Two old friends meet and shake hands. 
They begin to talk over old times. Soon a 
third person is introduced. Off they go to the 
bar. Here the social instinct finding vent in a 
long established custom flows freely with the 
liquor, and all soon separate with a sense of 
satisfaction. i

The author has succeeded in this purpose beyond 
a doubt. Beginning with the physiological ef- 
fects on the human body of overwork, night 
work, speeding up, and the various other condi- 
tions incident to industrial Ife, she proves, s 
after step, the wasteful results of such work on 
the efficiency of the individual and industry, 
and on, the community welfare. She has in real - 
ity established, or provided the technique. for 
the establishment of, a standard of the amount 
of work to be obtained from the human element 
in any industry. While the book .is as ponder- 
ous as a law book and written with the logic of 
an expert analyst, it is not in any way lacking 
in humanenéss nor without real interest to the 
general reader. 

The second part of the book consists of the 
material contained in the briefs which were the 
basis of the recent legislation lowering the 
hours of women’s work, first in Oregon and 
since then in Illinois and other states. This 
greatly increases the value of the book for ref- 
erence. (Charities Pub. Committee, New York.)

Nevertheless there was an infinite 
pathos in the l killing of those encom- 
passed aliens who went to the electric chair 
mumbling prayers in a foreign tongue. 

They left their country, crossed continents 
and oceans in search of the new world and 
its new opportunities. They found the city 
slum and the electric chair. 

Had these six immigrants made their 
ways to the rural communities of the United 
States very likely they would have been 
alive today, well started on the road to good 
citizenship and useful manhood. 

For their stay in the slums responsibil- 
ity must rest chiefly with the American 
people. From the moment an immigrant 
is discharged by the immigration au- 
thorities at the port of entry he is left 
to his own resources. The United States 
government does not think it necessary to 
give the newly arrived foreigner the slight- 
est information concerning the country to 
which he has come. 


ployment agent are the only guides and pre- 
ceptors of the hosts of immigrants. These 
private bankers and employment agents, 
immigrants themselves, but craftier than 
their fellows, guide the newly arrived into 
paths and occupations which will yield them 
greatest revenue. 

The foreign employment agent in the slum 
always deliberately seeks to keep the im- 
migrant in the city. He will find him odd 
jobs about the city, or which tend to bring 
him to the city at frequent interva These 


the employment agent finds a new job for 
the immigrant there is a fee in it for him. 

In Chicago alone there are some 300 pri- 
vate foreign banks. They come under no su- 
pervision, neither state, federal, nor city. 
They are not even required to havea license. 

Any one can hang out a shingle calling 
himself banker, and if he can get the money 
he ean get away with it. Hundreds of such 
small bankers abscond yearly and rob thou- 
sands of helpless aliens of their hard 
earned savings. | 

These bankers and employment agents, 
in order to keep the immigrants in their 
own hands, prejudice the immigrant against 
the country and everything American. They 
are the greatest foe to Americanization of 
the foreign masses. They warn the immi- 
grant against “ American humbug,” while 
they themselves are en. him mer- 
cilessly. | 

It is to the advantage of these pirate 
bankers and employment agents in the large 
cities to keep the immigrant from knowing 
anything about the vast opportunities which 
lie beyond the city slum. But it is not to 
the advantage of good citizenship. 

The United States government should not 
only keep Watch over the business meth- 
ode employed by these benkers and em- 
ployment agents, but it should also look 
into the sort of information and guidance 
they give to the newly arrived alien. 

Why, indeed, should not the government 
establish information bureaus to enlighten 
the immigrant concerning the land and the 
opportunities which lie beyond the slums 
and tenements of the cities?

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ISS WINIFRED SCOTT has become, 
through the recent death of her 
mother, Lady Agnes Tollemache 
Scott, the next heir to her eccentric 
and childless uncle's earldom of 

Dyart and barony of Huntingtower. 

If these honors were English they would 
fall into abeyanc® on Lord Dysart's death, 
as the late Lady Agnes was one of two ais- 
ters, the other being Lady Westbury; but, 
belng Scotch dignities, they will descend to 
Miss Scott, as there is no such thing as abey- 
ance in the peerage of Scotland. 

While there are no less than nineteen wom- 
en in ngiand who are peeresss in their 
own right, there is only one who can boast 
of an earldom, namely, e literary and di- 
minutive Countess of Cromartie, Sister of 
that exceedingly stalwart and masculine 
Lady Constance Stewart-Richardson. The 
earldom of Cromartie, Uke that of Dysart, 
is Scotch. 

All other women who are peeresses in their 
own right, with the exception of the young 
Duchess of Fife and the octogenarian Vig- 


nies. 
— 

The earldom of Dysart and the barony of 
Huntingtower were first created by King 
Charles I. in 1643, in favor of William Murray, 
who had formerly held the office of whip- 
ping boy to that monarch, an office which 
condemned him to undergo all the corporal 
punishment which the sacred person of the 
sovereign merited, but could not receive. 

Charles, despite his undeserved reputation 
for ingratitude, never forgot all the thrash- 
ings that Will Murray endured for his sake, 
and when he bestowed these peerages upon 
him granted them with remainder to his 
heirs, female as well as male. 

As the “‘ whipping boy“ had no sons, he 
was succeeded by his eldest daughter, Lady 
Elizabeth Murray, who married Sir Lionel 
Tellemache, and that is why the patronymic 
of the Dysarts came to be changed. 

_ ‘ 

Lady Elizabeth, on Sir Lionel’s death, mar- 
ried the Duke of Lauderdale, who played 
so important and unsavory a political role 
in the reigns of Charles II. and James II., 
and it was during this second marriage that 
the Dysart residence, Ham house at Peter- 
sham, between Richmond and Teddington on 
the Thames, became the headquarters of the 
notoyious ‘“‘ Cabal administration, of which 
Macaulay writes so interestingly. 

The most remarkable thing about this 
suburban mansion, or rather palace, which 
still belongs to the earls of Dysart, is that, 
according to the elaborate inventory of its 
contente compiled by the above Duchess of 
Lauderdale in 1679, every article of furni- 
ture in the state apartments occupies today 
its original position and every picture hangs 
in its old place—and this after the lapse of 
two centuries and a half.

The principal iron gates of the park have 
never been opened since Charles I. drove 
through them for the last time and closed 
them with his own hands, declaring that in 
so doing he wae “ shutting out his enemies.“ 

In the private chapel is preserved a prayer 
book presented by that king to his boyhood 
friend, Will Murray, with a most touching 
inscription in the royal handwriting, and 
in the so-called Cabal room,“ where the 
statesmen used to assemble, the silver fender, 
firearms, and hearth dogs are the ones that 
were placed there for the use of Catherine 
of Braganza, queen of Charles II., when she 
stayed at Ham house. - | 

The present Lord Dysart occupies the bed- 
room of his ancestress, the Duchess of Laud- 
erdale, and sleeps in the same antique bed, 
covered and hung with the same stuff of 
crimson damask and gold that once shielded 
her slumbera ~ a

The late Earl of Dysart was an extraordi- 
nary character. Having quarreied with his 
wife, he withdrew to a small house near the 
Strand, from which he never emerged during 
the remaining fifty years of his life, allowing : 
no one gave his lawyer and his doctor to 
have access to his rooms, the servants having 
received orders to pass his food in to him 
through a hole in the door. 

His only son, Lord Huntingtower, prede- 
ceased him by some six years, being killed: 
in the hunting fleld, and leaving his charm- 
ing Irish wife, his son, and his two daugh- 
ters in the utmost poverty. Not a farthing 
in the way of assistance could she get from 
her recluse old father-in-law, one of the 
most celebrated misers of the Victorian era, 
whose only amusement was to gloat over the 
title deeds and bonds amid which he finally 
died, , 

How poor Lady Huntingtower and her chil- 
dren managed to exist during the years that 
intervened between her husband's death and 
the decease of her semi-ingane old father- 
in-law no ons but herself and the late WII- 
liam E. Gladstone and his wife could tell. 
Gladstone had been one of ‘the most inti- 
mate friends of Huntingtower, who had ap- 
pointed him guardian of his children, a trust 
which: the statesman fulfilled in the moet 
generoug manner.

On the old earl's death, Lady Huntingtower 
was not allowed to derive any revenue from 
his estate until after the settlement of the 
lengthy Jawsuit instituted on his decease by 
an individual who claimed to be the present 
earl's half brother, the issue of an earlier 
marriage of the deceased Lord Hunting- 
tower. 

The claimant was supported in his allega- 
tions by his mother, who declared that she 
had been passed off at several hotels in Scot- 
land as Huntingtower’s wife. 

Fortunately, when the case came before 
the house of lords, the fact was discovered 
that this women had hed a husband living 
at the time when she was said to have been 
traveling in Scotland with Lord Hunting- 
tower, and the case was accordingly thrown 
out of court. 

_ The present Earl] of Dysart ie almost as 
eccentric as his grandfather, so much so 
that his wife has been obliged to leave him, 
and whereas she makes her home at 18 
Queensgate terrace in London and has a 
country place of her own at St. Neots in 
Huntingdonshire, he makes his headquarters 
at Ham house. 3 

She is @ clever woman and 18 the first of 
her sex to be elected to the office of church 
warden, being an official of the parish of 
Croxton in Cambridgeshire. 

Some time ago her husband offered to make 
a large donation to the Richmond hospital 
near Ham house, on the condition that the 
authorities would introduce ‘homeopathic 
treatment, which they declined to do.

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BROKE 30 FEET OF SIDEWALK. 

Chicago, Aug. 10—I To the Friend of 
the People. -A year ago last March— 
over sixteen months ago—you got some 
results in regard to the breaking up of a 
sidewalk on Bilis avenue just north of 
Firty-first street, on the west side of the 
street. Supt. Cochrane. wrote you that a 
teamster was arrested for driving over 
the sidewalk and that the contractors had 
been notified to restore the walk to a 
satisfactory condition; and he added that 
he would see that this was done. 

He did not see to it, however, and the 
walk is impassable whenever we have a 
hard rain. The sidewalk is all broken 


away, so that there is dirt in dry weath- 
Will 


ean be done about it? 

Did the board of compensation issue a 
permit for the high sloping walk on Ellis 
avenue at the northwest corner of Fifty- 
first street? It is several inches higher 
than the walk on either side of it, and 1 
have seen several people trip on it or 
turn their ankles slightly. It is an in- 
convenierice, to say the least. It is a 
poorly laid walk and will probably be re- 
laid Gt ought to be anyhow) and should 
meet the sidewalk already laid. . 

With regard to the arrest of the team- 
ster: Within a month after your letter 
from the superintendent of streets saying 
that a teamster had been arrested for 
driving across the sidewalk and helping 
to break it up another teamster was heard 
to ask a policeman who was standing 
near the spot whether he had any per- 
sonal objection to their driving over the 
sidewalk. Evidently the policeman— 
whose number I cannot give, because his 
back was turned—did not have any per- 
sonal objection, for they continued driv- 
ing over the walk and making it worse 
until this spring when the lot was filled 
in. An inspection of the curbstone and of 
the parking between the sidewalk and the 
curb, as well as of the sidewalk, will show 
what was done. It seems too bad that 
the policeman had no personal interest in 
enforcing the law, doesn’t it? Will the su- 
perintendent of sidewalks take personal 
interest enough to see that the damage is 
repaired at this late date, since the con- 
tractors no longer have a persona! interest 
in havirg the teamsters drive across the 
sidewalk and break it up?

VERDIGRIS AND .FAUCETS. 


Chicago, Aug. 10.—[To the Friend of 
the People.]—For your information rela- 
tive to W. E. Murphy’s letter and Assist- 
ant Health Commissioner Koehler's reply 
I would like to state, first, Mr. Koehler’s 
reply is not very satisfactory. He says: 
“T am informed by a manufacturer of 
coffee and milk and water urns that there 
is no metal which is practicable to use in 
place of brass for faucets. Second, the 
verdigris found in the milk is the result 
of extremely filthy conditions. Third, 
verdigris will not form in faucet while in 
daily use.“ 

In answer to the above I am stating 
absolute facts. First, there is a metal 
substitute for brass faucets—silver bronze 
or “ white metal.” 

Second, the verdigris which forms in 
all milk and cream faucets is caused by 
the faucet being rough cast inside and 
so constructed that it is impossible to 
thoroughly clean it. 

Third, verdigris will form inside of a 
rough cast faucet inside of eight hours, or 
overnight “while not in use.“

Chicago, Aug. 16.—[Editor of The Tribune. }

Disturber III. Has Only One

CHICAGO FORCED TO QUIT.

Disturber III., the hydroplane owned and 
piloted by James A. Pugh, yesterday defeat- 
ed the elements and incidentally won the first 
dash for the William Wrigley Jr. $22,000 
trophy from Chicago, its only opponent, 
when E. J. Richards’ craft retired from the 
sprint on the third lap. Disturber's time 
Was 1:16:5424, which is moderately sensa- 
‘ional, as Lake Michigan was so turbulent 
that seven smaller craft nominated for the 
race were unable to start. 

Interest in the race between the two-craft 
was moderated by the early lead secured by 
Disturber III. It was evident that Chicagos 
competition. could be nothing more than a 
perfunctory exhibition. The agitated sea, 
however, made the prospects for either boat 
finishing hazardous. Chances of the swamp- 
ing of either or both hovered at par. 

- Disturber III. was the more seaworthy and 
the way Pugh's boat withstood the buffeting 
was surprising. The winner showed no par- 
ticular distress either sprinting across the 
wind or with it. Pugh took nochances on the 
turns, negotiating each buoy with de 
sweeps. Chicago inyariably gained on its 
rival at the buoys, the Columbia club craft's 
turns being more precipitous 


Officials Delay Start of Race. 

The race was late in starting, the officials 
trusting that the wind would mocerate 
towards evening. Several of the smaller 
craft ventured out, but scurried back to shel- 
ter when the danger was emphasized by ex- 
perence. The crowd was entertained by the 
avimmng events, Kutter races, and routine 
Arill by the firreboats. The wind continued to in- 
create and at 3:50 o'clock the power boats were 
called to the mark. 2 

Commodore Pugh dashed across the starting line 
slightly in advanceof Chicago. Disturber III. was 
under full headway, but the Columbia yacht club 
boat was loitering.

Disturber III. in the 
meantime was sluicing merrily along at about half 
speed. In turning the first buoy for the second time

Disturber III. was diminishing.

On the straightaway Pugh again regained all his 
advantage. and as the speesteys came down thé 
stretch ahead of the wind Chicago's chances evi- 
dently were hopeless.

SHIP PLANES FOR BIG RACE 


American and French Airships 
Now on Way to Chicago. 


DEFENDER DUE TOMORROW. 


Yankee Machine Will Not Be Set Up 
Until Arrival of the Designer. 


BY KEENE GARDINER. 

The fastest two aeroplanes in the world 
were boxed and shipped yesterday for Chi- 
cago. They will take part on Sept. 9 in the 
Gordon Bennett world’s champimship aero- 
plane race, and they are expected to set 
the pace for ten other air craft, all built to 
carry to their homes the $15,000 silver trophy 
which has been offered as a prize. 

These two racing aeroplanes, stripped to 
little more than motor, propeller, and rud- 
der, are those to represent France and the United 
States. The French aeroplane, the highest type 
and most recent product of the Deperdussin factory 
in Paris will be flown here by Jules Vedrines, 
one of the greatest of aviators. The pilot of the 
American craft will not 
twenty-four hours before the time for the first ma- 
chine to start in the Gordon Bennett. 

Vedrines will not gall for two weeks, but his 
machine has been packed in wood fiber and sene 
om ahead to alféwoample time to reach America 
safely. 

The machine will reach New York on Aug. 27. 
Arrangements will be made there for bringing the 
craft into America. under customs bond. The 
aeroplane is expected in Chicago by Sept. 1. 

The American defender was shipped from Mar- 
blehead, where it was bullt, by express. It will 
arrive in Chicago tomorrow, but will not be set up 
until W. Starling Burgeas, designer and builder, 
comes with his corps of assistants. In the front 
of this machine will be a motor which cost tt 
Chicago sportsmen $8.300. It is the most power- 
ful aeronautical engine built. In test trials it 
delivered 160 hase power for more than an hour, 
and it ie expected to travel at a rate of 125 miles 
an hour.

ADVANCES WHEAT 


Oversold Pit Condition Is 
Against Bears; September 
Future Is Tighter. 


COARSE GRAINS STRONG. 


Unfavorable Weather Stimulates 
Buying Demand for Both 
Corn and Oats. 


Wheat showed a much stronger tone in the 
speculative market yesterday. Predictions 
for unsettled weather in the spring wheat 
country with the reports saying much win- 
ter wheat was still in the Shock, with 
thrashing delayed by therains, were the chief 
factors credited with causing the advance 
Probably the real reason for the tightening 
up in futures was the oversold pit condition. 
Recently bears have made but little headway 
in selling the market short and the cheap 
offerings have been picked up on breaks by 
commission houses.
